1. (S/NOFORN) This report documents a remote viewing session conducted in 
compliance with a request from SOD, J3, OJCS, Pentagon, Washington, DC. 

The purpose of the session was to provide information relevant to the 
hostage situation in Iran.

Building "H" was pointed out to 
the viewer and lie was told that building "H" would be his target. The overhead 
imagery is not included herein due to its classification. 

3. (S/N0F0RN) During the session the remote viewer was asked to describe 
the activity within building "H" and determine if there were any hostages in 
the buildin g. 
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
